ſpe& into Matters of this nature, the great- 
er diſparity ſtill appeats in the Gains of 
the ſmall and great Brewer , who by the 
Reputation and rich Character he bears, 
is in a Morning rather Beſieged than Ar- 
tended by a Company of Mallters and Fa- 

ors , who at firſt t1ghr all ſtart fair ac 
11m, to ſee who can uſe the beſt Rheto- 
rick for his Cuſtom,while the poorer fort of 
Brewers, by following them , and their 
ſheepiſh Looks together , are ſoon diſcover- 
ed to have no ready Money in their Pock- 
ets, Which cauſes the Malſter to tahance 
his Price to that unreaſonable degree, that 
he reſolves his Cotnmodiry ſhall firſt be ſo 
well ſfqueesd ihto his own Parſe, that 
there ſhall be lttile left for ſuch Buyers co 
drain after him, tho' at the fame time 
he will let the great Brewer: have as long 
|; Credir as he pleaſes, at leaſt Two ſhillings 
CG In 
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in the Pound cheaper, and two more in 
the Pound better; ſo as aWthe greater 
Fiſh ſtill devours the leſſer, the able Brew- 
ct by affording a bertet Commodity, as well 
he may, having wn 4 rtunities 
which the ſmall Brewer has n6t;of defraud- 
ing the King,andevery other Perſon he deals 
with therefore by that Advantage , and 
ſevcral other underhand Dealings , - as

the next piece of inhumanitry 1s, to caulc 
the Vittualler to Confeſs a Judgement of 
all he is worth, upon the Credit of which 
he ſerves him afreſh, and lays the ſmall 
Brewer, after the loſs of his I rade and 
Debts, as low as the Hand of an entire Ru- 
ine can throw him; in which fad Condi- 
tion he is rendred uncapable of fſcceking 
Relief, being indeed more fi1l'd with Contt- 
deration of the Uluhappinets, then thoughts 
of a Remedy. And all theſe evil Pratti- 
ces arc in a great meaſure committed, to 
Impoſe upon the Partiament, who they 
"would fain make believe. that ir is the dit- 
couragment of the Times , and their Jay- 
ing on Taxes, that cauſed them to give 
over, when they, poor Creatures, accord- 
ing to to the old Proverb, muſt nceds go 
when the Devil drives. And as for their 
Charters, which they value themfelves fo 
much upon, or Mecting at their Hall, I 
never could learn that any Grievance was 
redreſſed by them in the Trade, bur much 
the contrary; for thoſe that go with thar

Trade in, and let looſe thoſe that arc nor 
ver come to their full Growth. In or- 
der to which, and to Levy this Tax, 
'tis humbly Propoſed, T hat every Brew- 
cr that Brews above eighty Barrels of 
common Ale per Week , ſhall tor every 
Barrcl above that number pay the King 
One Shilling Additional Exciſe , beſides 
what he paid beforc; which he may ve- 
ry well do, when he can under the ſame 
harge of Rent and Scryants Wages, Brew 
four times the Quantity the ſmall Brewer

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do's, with this - Advantage alſo ,' of bein 
able ro draw, by reaſon of the bigneſs of 
his Griſt, as I ſaid before , half a Barr 
of Ale more of each» Quarter” of Malt ; 
which if the great Brewee, can be fa- 
tished with Brewing ſuch "a Quantity 
with their Beer Brewings, which we rec- 
kon a good living Trade, this Tax will 
no way reach 'em; bur every Brewer that 
is by his Intereſt put upon exceeding 
that —_—_— of eighty Barrels, is unde- 
ntably his own Carver, and charges him- 
ſelf with this Tax as he pleaſes, wichour 
the leaſt compulſion ; ſo this Tax muſt 
be indiſputabiy equal. Bur if the above- 
mentioned Reaſons be not ſufficient, I hope 
this will leave no room for Obyjeftion, 
when we confider, that the Brewers ha 
by the fall of Malt alone, befides that 
other things belonging to their Trade, at 
teaſt Six ſhillings and two pence per Barrel 
Protr more then he expedtted, or had laſt 
Year; which I will ſoon prove by this 
Rule: That as Malt is fallen , tho* nor 
yet at the loweſt, from Fonrry five 
Shillings to Twenty cight Shillings, which

their Trade to their own , therefore

It may perhaps likewiſe be Objefted, 
That I made in my Computation no 
mention of the.

_ being | ford at the full Standard 
Meaſure to buy all his Barrels new from

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ſon | their” Barrels being 'old-. and broxen

{clves. 

And as for the poor Vittualler, who of 
choice takes in no more 'rhen; his Barrel 
three parts full, to leave room for work- 
jag cue , and _ ny toe that other- 
wile chey ma in ting it 
the Dray , therefore keeps a nine-Inch 
Gauge, to Gauge the dry part of the Bar- 
rel , ſuppoſing t5 pay no more then 
the wet Inches ; but che Brewers Servants 
having a Trick for all things (as they boalt 
themſelves, ) inſtead of filling the Drink 
co reach the Gauge _ a' way to 
let the Gauge reach the ink, by ſhaving 
off and planing all the Wood about the 
Bunghole of the Barrels , which is genieral- 
ly fo very thick that it keeps the Ga 
a great diſtance from the Drink, but- at- 
ter being pair'd , the filly Viftualler by 
reaching the Drink with ir, fappoſes he 
has his due, when indecd by that mts 
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he wants a Shilling ar kkaſt iti every Bat- 
rel of it: [Therefore the moſt inconfidet+ 
able picce of'' Fraud | they are guilty: of , is 
ſufficient ro: make proviſion far this Tax, 
Burt the poor Vidtualler does - not conic of 
ſo; for rhe Dray-men, who it ſeemsarCnor 
reckon'd qualifhed for their Places, except 
they carry a good ſharp Knife with them, 
whips off affoon as the Vittualler turns his 
Back (as they brag themſelves) at leaſt an 
Inch more of the R_ upon the Handle 
of his Gauge, which makes the Gauge ,

ſwer the particular Diſeaſe , and alfo cx- 
tend to the giving of Incouragment, and 
Grains of Allowance to ſeveral Petſons, 
who only wait for it to re-inhabit thoſe

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numbers of Brew-houſes lately put 
| el by che Op of the great Brew- 
ers , provided they can be protefted and 
freed from the Penalty of their Charters , 
and: in my bumble Opinion, ſome regard 
ſhould be to them : For. the firſt rai- 
fing andEſtabliſhing a Trade, is like that of 
Planting a Wood, by which a man mult 
loſe ſeveral Years Rent , and have his 
Reward at the laſt; after which, lay what 
Tax You will, ic hucts him not; for like 
a quick-ſet Hedge, the more you Pare and 
take from him, the better he ſtill Thrives 
and Flouriſhes , having an Opportunity of 
fixing it double upon the Buyer ; bur I hope 
in this Caſe he will not ſtreach his Con- 
ſcience ſo far upon Tender-Hooks, as to 

end to ic atthis time of Day, lince he 
miay by the fall of every thing that be- 
longs to his Trade, afford them a conſi- 
derable abatement roo; tho I believe the 
Viqwaller will ſcare trouble him for it, 
{lince he has been forc'd to raiſe his Drink 
from Two perice to Three pence and a 
Groat a Pot; fo let the Brewer pretend 
what he will, ir'sa Jeſt to think that any 
belidesthe Conſumer pays the Tax: there- 
fore the World, | think; muſt needs be 
aſtoniſl'd and ſupriſed to ſee fo Rich a 
Treaſure allowed them upon ſuch eafic 
and advantagious Terms as are hercin 
mention'd. 
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But if by any unskilful Diſcerher of their 
Profits, we are impoſed or prevailed upon 
to take other Meaſures, and the. greal 
Brewer ſuffered thus to pack wy the Cards 
their Profits will ſtil” rurn- ap Tramps; 
let who will be the Loſer 3*for thoſe Birds 
of wee never want Beaſts of Burden to 
pack their uneaſie Luggage upon ; fo that 
in all their Managment the great Brewer, 
I think, much reſembles the Ant, who 
is a wife Creature for her ſelf, but a ve 

ſhrow'd thing in an Orchard or Garden. 
And indeed the Rich Brewer is noleſs de- 
ſtruftive to waſte the Publick, and alfo 
that decayed part of the Trade which it 
ſtill preys upon, without conſidering that 
cannot be wounded but through the Go- 


 v:rnments fide, who the ſmall Brewer is 


in proportion as good a Benefaftor to as 
the Rich, cho not ſo to his Family, whoſe 
Condition is ſo different from that of the 
great Brewers, that one Surffets as 'twere 
with the exceſs of Plenty, while the 0- 
ther Starves; bur by their own Declara- 
tion they cannor help that growing Evil 
of being Rich, though they ſeek all means 
poſſibly to avoid ic; for People, they fay, 
come very hardly by ſmall Riches, bur 
very cafily by great Treafures, for tiicſe 

realons : 
Thar when a Mans ſtock comes tothar, 
that he can command thre Price of ar 
ets, 
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kers, and overcome thoſe Bargains which 
for . their greatneſs; are few Mens Mony, 
he therefore run# pp his Fortune fo inſen- 
_ that lay whar "Tax you will upon 


it hurts him not, provided it affects 
thoſe alſo that go no ſharers with him 
in the Profits ; for upon the Deſtruftion 
of the ſmall Brewers is ſtill raiſed the 
Fortune of the great Ones. But this Tax 
will not only ſcape thoſe that go no 
Sharers in the Gains, but fingle out chings 
ſo well as to catch the Profits of the 
Trade faſt by the Throat, as.I ſhall make 
appear. 

Firff, the Duty of One ſhilling per Barrel 
upon Ale cannot yet extend to the ſmall 
Brewer, by reaſon he is not fo happy as 
to Brew half fo great a Quaneity as Eigh- 
ty Barrels per Weck, tho upon thoſe 
advangious Terras he would glad:lvpay tre- 
blethat Sum; bur a Tax laid onafter any 
other manner makes nodiſtinftion, but hur- 
ries Profits and Loſs into the ſame Current 
together. And Secondly, the Duty of Four 
ſhillings and nine pence upon Stour paſſes 
his Door, becauſe that ſtill is made of the 
firſt Running of thoſe very great quanti- 
ties of Malt Brewed by the topping Brew+ 
ers, Which he cannot attain ro. And Third- 
ly, that Tax of Two ſhillings per Barrel 
upon Hopt and Guile Beer, do's bur flight- 
ty touch him, for the Rreaſons L urg'd be-

fore, being not abicS give the Credit that 
is required, or Brew .much of that inrich- 
ing Commodity, which indeed-is the Ma- 
ſterpiece of the Trade, and by which'they 


make ſevcral Hundreds per Cent in a Year' 


of their Money ; fo that we put\our Miſ- 
fortunes upon a thouſand Caulcs, whilſt the 
real one eſcapes our Cenſure;for [ will make 
ir appear, that it is the Monopolizing the 
Trade and not theTax,nor any other Cauſe, 
that ever injures it : As for xample, ſup- 
poſe we allow the ſmall Brewer, who wets 
ſuch a Quantity as 20 Quarters of Malt 
per Week, a Pound upon cach Quarter Pro- 
fir to defray his Houſhold Charges, and 
Cuppoſe the great Brewer, who Brews ſuch 
a Quanci as 300 Quarters per Week, has 
but Ten ſhillings out of cach Quarter Pro- 
fit, yet you ſee, notwithſtanding the ſmall 
ewers double Price, the great Brewers 
200 Ten ſhillings, tho Rene leſs Pro- 
rt, makes a difference of at leaſt 130 4. be- 
tween his Getings and that of the ſmall 
Brewers, whoſe Houſe-Rent and Charges 
being within a ſmall matter the ſame; there- 
fore it not only eats up that ſeeming Pro- 
fits, but deſtroys his quickStock too;by which 
vou may ſee the great Brewers Riches, 
ike Homers Verſcs, Jas a ſlide and caſfineſs 


more then the Verles of other Poets: there- 
fore we may be ſatisfied, that it's quanriry

But a Tax laid on upon all the Ale that's 
Brew'd above Eighty Barrels Week, 
will not only fer all Perſons wy con- 
cern'd upon an equal Footing, but alſo in- 
courage hundreds of People to come to 
re-inhabit thoſe Brew-houſes that are ſhut 
up, finding they ſhall nor be liable to 
this Tax till their Trade is raifed and 
ſettled ; otherwiſe, whillt they lie under 


| the ſame Tax, a Man may by ſtriving 


to raiſe a Trade, ſoon fink himſelf ; for 
we may as reaſonably expe Rent out of 
a Houle before its finiſh'd, as Profits our 
of a Trade before its Eſtabliſh'd , eſpeci- 
ally while the great Brewers have ſuch 
valt advantages over them : For we may 
with the fame poſſibility expe; that a 
little Child of Five Years old ſhould carry 
an equal ſhare of a Burden proportion'd 
to the ſtrenth of a Man of Thirty, as the 
ſmall Brewer to bear up under a Tax of 
that nature of the Malt-Tax with the 
great Brewer. But to level the incqua- 
lity for the future; we ſhov!d in this Caſe 
follow the Example and Condutt of a Wiſe 
and Politick Prince , who thinks, if he 
| 3 cannor 
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cannot ſtrengthen himſUf # yet if he wea- - 
kens His Enemy, He has put his affairs in. 
a happy Poſture; which the ſame Mea- 
fures taken here; will ſoon © cauſe th- 
Trade to have the ſame luſtre all over, 
and diſperſe thoſe Heaps thar like Muck 
does moſt good when ſpread : Tho per- 
haps the great Brewers, or their Friends 
for them, may ObjeR, that this is an im- 
practicable way of Levying a Tax; but 
tince there's no other Means left , and that 
every Age grows wiſer , we ought not, in 
my humble Opinion , to reverence a gray- 
headed Error to far, as to let it ſway to the 
untimely prejudice of fo juſt and equal! a 
Tax.

I am ſatisfied we have been ſufficiently 
impoſed upon , even to the loſs of the 
Third part of the Duty; and that V 'S 
was attended by a Train of others e 
Buyer, who found his Malt a'l this laſt 
Year Steely and hard Barly , by reafon 
che Malſter, to ſave the Duty, never af- 
forded it halt Flowring enough, but watch'd 
all opportunities ro hoiſt it away, and clap 
freſh upon the.Flower and Kiln inſtead of 
it againſt the Officets came; which did 
ſo bur ſeldom, but the Tax upon Granes 
we are. ſatisfied will, come to attend the 
reſt of the Duty of Exciſe, and condutt it 
all ſafe home to out Coffers, no Perſon 
having the leaſt deſign upon them. And 
the Second Advantage is, that this Tax 
being under the Cognifance alſo of the 
ſatne Officers -of Excite, it. may therefore 
be without the leaſt Charge brought in 
Weekly and Monthly with the Duty of 
the ſame Drink that's drawn from thoſe 
ſeveral Parſels of Granes, which will be 
as good as a Rule to the Commiſſioners to 
meaſure the Honeſty of the Gaugers by, 
when che Duty of every, Brewing -anc 
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Quarter of Granes comes in at the foot 
ot the Bill chargd upon the Drink drawn 
from it, which will be expefted like the 
Nicks of a Tally to anfwer one another ; 
for the Commiſſioners, and all People 
that underſtand any thing of the Brew- 
ing Aﬀair, knows the quantity of Barrels 
that are generally drawn from every Quar- 
ter of Malt or Granes ; which Mcaſures, if 
Tafſke@ will be fo great an aw upon the 
Gaugers, in whoſe power only it is now 
to hurt us, that they rarcly will, I dare 
ſay, aftcr this attempt to do it, tho all 
means failing, we may reaſonably believe 
they will not want temptation in that 
Caſe; but to prevent any 11] Defign of that 
nature, it is abſolutely neceflary that both 
Dutics ſhould come under the conſidera- 
tion of one ſort of Managers, which they 
may with the affiſtance of a Commil- 
ſioncr or two more, do with the greateſt 
eaſe imaginable, this being not incident 
ro the Misfortune that attends all other 
Taxcs, in which we prnetully find the 
Evil grows proportionable as the Advan- 
tags riie ; but this will be ſo far from that, 
that it not only brings its own Return ſafe 
home , but afo be a perfect Bulwark to 
defend the Duty of Exciſe : And though 
this'Onc hundred thouſand pounds per An. 
to that is but a ſmall Edging, yer it will 
prove a yery uſcful one 4n die down 
x and 
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in our former Profits, which 
have all this time becn Ravell'd and waſted 
away for want of 1t. Bur for future pre- 
vention, and to raiſe this Tax, its humb- 
ly propoſed , That the Granes of every 
Quarter of Malt brew'd by the Common 
Brewer or Diſtiller , ſhall for every {ich 
Quarter pay the King One fhulling ; which 
tho hitherto they ſeem to be things of no 
Value, vet they will bring in a great Re- 
venue, even without reducing the Brewers 
Wives to the neceſſity of Exchanging their 
Diamond Pins for thoſe of the commoner 
ſort : Bur that being too cruel and tevere 
a Decree, we mult yet pronounce a nmil- 
der Sentence of only going imall ſharers 
with thoſe Ladics, who were it not for 
the Cuſtom that's given them, would per- 
haps, like E{4p's Cock, be happier,and much 
better plcaſcd with a few Barly Corns, 
then with the richeſt Gezvs that now glir- 
ters about 'em, it being as natural a Choice 
for one as the other. Knd now I ſhall ſhew 
you the Reaſonableneſs;, as well as the un- 
fpcakable Service this fort of Tax will bs to 
the Government : In order to which, ir's 
ht this Honourable Houſcſhould be made 
{en{ible ot the vaſt Difficrence that is be- 
tween the Price of Grancs now, and when

cheaper, and Drink extravagantly dearer ; 
the conſideration of which, backt with their 
own Argument and Banter, of expeQin 
to make up the Deficiency of the Malt 
Tax, is I think ſufficient to juſtify our 
Pretention to it, eſpecially ſince it is a 
thing made fo light of, as to be never c- 
ſtcemed nor brought to balance any rec- 


koning of the Brewers ; and that light O- | 


pinion has this ſeyeral Years ſway'd to our 
_— and cauſed them to eſcape the 
uty hitherto. 

I ſuppoſe it may likewiſe be Objeted, 
that this Duty may be a little roo ſevere 
6n' the ſtragling Ale-houſes in the Coun- 
try , who Brew their own Drink , and 
give their Granesto their Cows and Hogs. 
For to make that eafte, and having enough 
in Londen, and other great Towns to make 
'm up with the Diſtillers Grancs , our 
difioyn'd Sum, bcing out of danger of being 
impoſed upun as we nave been in the 
Male Tax; it's therefore mv humble O-» 
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on, thoſe Perſons that Brew and 
(ell there own Drink in the Country , 
ought if this Honourable Houle think fit, 
to pay no more then Six pence per Quar- 
ter, which they will no doubt reckon a 
very happy change , from that ot being 
oblig'd ro pay Four ſhillings per Quarter 
to the Malt Tax, which has occalion'd 
a very fad outcry in the Country : It any 
body will cake the pains to cat things up 
they may ſoon find that thoſe Granes of the 
reat Price they have ſet upon them of 
ate Yeats, brings the Brewers Wives tor 
Pin-Mony , halt as much as the whole 
Duty of Exciſe brings the King, allow- 
ances for Frauds and Diſtillers Granzs con- 
fider'd, ſeveral of them having a Thou- 
ſand and Fiftcen hundred pounds a Year 
for theit Granes ; which Encouragment, ro- 
gether with the glittering of their Jew- 
els and fplendor of their Equipage, would 
make any body, | think, fond of being a 
Brewers Wife. Bur leaſt they ſhould think 
this Tax ſhould ſtrike roo deep, and canſe 
a Palpitation in the Heart of thoſe Funds 
that's reſerv'd for 'greater Diverſions, I 
ſhall, co baniſh all fears of that kind, make 
you fenftble that this Tax will but flightly 
rouch them, being paid by an able fort of 


i People, who carry on very Inriching and 


gainful Trades, as Wood-mongcrs, Coal- 
mongers, Maſters of Lime-W hartes , Sca- 
; G 2 Ycn- 
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vengers , Cow-keepers , Swinherds, and 
ſeveral Trades more, toonumerous herein 
to be mention'd, and the chief Food of all 
thoſe Cattle and Horſes belonging to thoſe 
feveral forts of T rades,being Granes; there- 
fore we have eſpecially here in Landon and 
other great Towns, forty Buyers to one 
Seller , which cauſes 'em indeed ro grow 
troubleſome to the Brewer, ſtriving who 
ſhall firſt Oblige 'em to take their Mony 
at any rate for thoſe Granes: And in my 
humble Opinion, the working Horſe, and 
the milch Cow that's daily bringing in 
the Peny, is better able to pav a Tax 
then ſeveral other Animals, who differ 
from them in nothing but the name of 
Man , and capacity of getting any thing 
like them by their Induſtry, to pay for 
their Heads, or any other Duty that falls 
ro the ſharc of ſo wretched a Condition. 
And the reaſon why I propoſe the placin 
this Tax fo as it may extend to thoſe 
Cartel, is purely to level the equality of 
the Dury between the Brewers Wives and 
them, and ro fav? the charge that attends 
the Collefting of it, when divided into fo 
many Channels ; which Inconvenicnce we 
ſhall avoid now, by taking it up at the 
Maſh-Tuns fide or Fountain head. And 
as for what Agrcement thev-have made for 
this Years Graacs, let thoſe Perfons wran- 
gle that out with the Brewers Wives, Bar- 
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| of that nature among them bein 
111 like Jipfies Knots , falt and | 
when they pleaſe ; but I ſuppoſe, ro make 
the Profit of their Granes cqual to what it 
was the laſt Year , they will agree to 
bear ir between *em ; for ſure they can- 
not in their own more ſerious and in- 
ward thoughts believe ir a reaſonable 
thing, that hoſe Gentlemen and Members 
of Parliament,who have for ſo good a Cauſe 
and noble a Maſter, hitherto chearfully 
parted with agreat ſhare of their Eſtates; 
nay Tax'd their very Coach and Horſes 
too, ſhall after the long continuance ot ſo 
happy an Inclination , av laſt fuffer their 
reat Preſervers Royal Word to lic at 
ake, for Sums that he has with Toyl of 
Body and Mind converted to our ever- 
laſting Welfare , or by ſupplying him 
farther our of their Eſtates, take the 
Thorn out of another Man's Foot to 
thruſt it into their own Heart, or a more 
ſenſible part of the Publick, which they 
have fince this Revolution fo generouſly 
and impartially done , that I hope every 
Perſon concern'd in this Tax, will attcr 
ſo noble a Precedent, not only chearfully 
contribute to ic , but alſo think them- 
felves very favourably dealt by, in paying 
no more then for the bare Food of thots 
Cattle which brings them in ſuch grear 
Profits Weekly : But having I think ſaid 
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enough to recommend this Tax tothe Nees 
ſhall 


ſity of the Government and Times, 
now draw to a Concluſion, before which, 
toprevent the former Hardſhips that are 
put upon the Publick, by the Brewers plac- 
ing every Tax double upon the Buyer , it's 
humbly propoſed, that all rhe ſeveral forrs 
of Drinks fold by the conmon Brew- 
er for more then the Price they thoughe 
fir ro raiſe upon it, when Malt was Four 
or Five and Forty ſhillings per Quarter 
ſhall pay double the within mention" 
Tax, provided it exceeds the preſent Price 
of Drink , while Malt continues, or is 
ſold under Forty ſhillings per Quarter : But 
ther being a far greater likelyhood of 
Malts falling to a Pound , the Brewer 
therefore will not be troubled with a Du- 
ty that's only Conditional. But this Tax 
having after being ſo _ baffled, art laſt 
kgg!''d out things ſo well as to carch the 
Profits of the Trade fait by the Throar, 
we mult rhefore expe&t mighty Oppoti- 
tions and Struggiings againſt laying iffupon 
the Drink after this manner ; for the na- 
ture of the great Brewers and Profits arc 
ſuch, that while we place a Tax lIe- 
vel upon the whole Trade, and leave 'em 
way to make their eſcapes, they will (till 
prove Gainers by it ; bur being now mer 
with at half-turn, they will, you'll ſee, like 
ſo many confined Cats , Hieabout and 
peſter 
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peſter the Parliament with Petitions , 
which they never before thought their 
Intreſt to do , knowing Silence was the 
beſt Orator, whilſt they found the chief 
Burthen .of every Tax fell undiſcerned 
upon the ſmall Brewer ; for I am fatistrd, 
they would be much better pleaſed to 
have all the Duty of Exciſe doubled up- 
on the whole Trade, then be Obligd ro 
pay the Tenth part of it after this Man- 
ner , by reaſon the ſmall Brewer , for 
whom it is impoſſible to ſubliſt under the 
ſame Tax, would ſoon be forc'd to leave 
all to the great ones, who upon every ſuch 
Occaſion {till watches, like People upan the 
Shore, hoping for a Shipwrack.
